Selectmen's Report. 


Owing to the scércity of labor and the “wait 
until after planting,” last spring, not as much work 
was done on the roads and sidewalks as_ was con- 
templated. It was late in getting started and on 
account of the cold weather in the fall, early when 
work was suspended. 

The Mount Prospect road work, for which 
Senator Weeks contributed $1000 ana the Selectmen 
set aside $1000, was about half completed, viz.: the 
bushes cut, the rock bottom laid and the culverts in- 
stalled. The balance of the work will have to be 
done this year, for which there is $953.29 available. 

The “breaking roads” job, the past year, has 
been an almost continuous performance, from Feb. 
-15 to april Ist and from Dec. 1st to Feb. 1. The 
roads have been in bad condition in spite of all that 
could be done. The cost was more than’ three 
times that of the usual year, being $1396. 96. 

The wages of men and teams were very much 
higher, which will account, in part, for the increased 
expenditures, viz.: man and team, two horses, $6.00 
per day, and laborers $2.5U to $2.75 per day. 

The new planking of the Connecticut River 
bridge, with sound three-inch spruce, cost $482.63. 
The lining course was relaid out of sound old plank. 

About 450 yards of river gravel was hauled out 
last fall and piled up, for use this spring, at a cost of 
$224.25. This is an asset that will be very handy. 
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On the whole the past year might well be called 
a very extraordinary one, involving the outlay of 
large sums of money for work tnat had to be done 
over two and three times, in many instances. This 
will be plain to the voters when they read the fol- 


lowing reports. 
but it had to be, that is all.

Town School District. 


We can report the nine schools in good condi- 
tion with an excellent corps of teachers and excep- 
tionally good work accomplished for the three terms 
just closed. The coming year, parents will expect 
more from their children, but we would ask them 
to insist upon punctuality and attendance whenever 
posssible. 

The past year the expense of maintaining our 
schools has increased more than the allowance made 
at the last School Meeting, therefore we have an 
indebtedness of about $650. 

We would call the attention of the taxpayers 
in the district to an amendment to the Public 
Statutes by the last General Court. ‘The fiscal 
year of town and special school districts beginning 
February 16, 1917 shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually.” 

Your attention is called to this matter so that 
there may be sufficient appropriations made at the 
coming school meeting to support the schools until 
August, 1919.
